Third(o, 
profane, irreligious, even atheiſticall Comrtiers, and Conncel- 
{ours of State, who for their own private and beggarly ends 
had engaged themſelves ( as being, doubrlefle, mercenarie per 
froners ) to forrein Princes, to the prejudice of their own natu- 
rall King and the State at home. And, as you have ſeen the 
agents were potent and politick : So, the common principles by 
which they moulded and managed their craftic counſels and 
implous attiong were as pr ig as prejudiciall, As, firſt, to 
work and win the King to ſtand ſtifly to his Reyall-prerogarive, 
and the people for the maintenance of their Privileder and Li- 
berries, that thusthey might have the advantage by fiding with 
the King againſt the S»bjeft , and ſo to be counted his fafteſt 
friend; and truſtie ſervants, and thereby engrofle to themſelves 
and their fattious confederares all places of greateſt 1r»ft and 
paWer inthe Kingdom; that ſo they mighe the more fately f/ 
1 troubled waters, Secondly, to ſwpprefſe and ftifle the ſacred 
pwriie and power of religion, and tocwb and keep-wnier all of all 
degrees that were belt afteed to it, in pref-ſſiomr and prattiſe, 
theſe being ſore pearls in their eyes, and the greateſt impediment x 
to that change which their voraciias and eager appetites ex» 
tremely longed and labowre4rto mtroduce among us. Thirdly, 
to comntenarce and excograge theirown faſt tation, and on all 
colourable occaſions, to diſgrace, wilific, and diſocarten all the op- 
polite partie. Fourthly and laſtly, by flanders aiid falſe impura- 
rionsro work the King to anwtter-diſike of Parliaments, and 
putting him on #»j«ſt and forcible wayes of {upply,yet masking 
them with fair prerences of great and jaſt 4dr'arrage to his Ma- 
jeſtie, though mdecd they | mga loſſe than gain to him, 
and great diſtreſſe and diſtrattions to the whole Kingdom.
